CAPE TOWN, South 
Aug. 29. 
FFICERS of the cable ehip 
O Britannia, which has just ar- 
rived here, tell of a recent 
severe submarine convulsion in 
the Atlantic. News of a break in 
the cable was received here Aug. 
4 The Britannia left the next 
day and began grappling for. the 
broken cable at a spot midway 
between Capt Town and St. Hel- 
ena. 859 miles north of Cape | 
Town. in latitude 26:10 and | 
longitude 6:29. 

The depth at this spot has been 
officially stated previously at 
about 2:25 miles. After a fort- 
night’s search the cable 
found at a depth of less than a 
mile. A few miles north of where 
the cable was found was a shoal 
only a little more than half a 
mile below the surface. It is sur- 
mised that the southern end of 
this bank was raised by an up- 
heaval of the sea bottom. The 
sudden movement 
snapped the cable. 

It was found that the upheaval 
had extended seven miles, was 
10,000 feet in height and prob- 
ably thrice this in width. This 
part of the coast is not volcanic, 
which makes the upheaval all the 
more astonishing.

President of Federation Says 


It Is Proposed to Submit 
Measure to Voters at 1924 


Election.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 29.—One 
more effort to write into the stat- 


utes of Missouri a workmen's com- 


pensation law will be made by the 
State Federation of Labor, which 
plans to submit such a measure to 
the voters by initiative petition at the 
election in November, 1924, R. T. 
Wood, president of the federation, 


said here yesterday. 

A conference of representatives of 
the central trades councils, metal 
trades councils, building trades 
councils and district trades councils, 
to agree upon the major features of 
the proposed law, has been,called for 
Sept. 16, at Jefferson City, Wood 
said. 

For more than 10 years the fed- 
eration has waged an unsuccessful 
ficht in the Legislature for a com- 
pensation law, twice obtaining the 
enactment of bills which appeared 
constructive, only to have them sus- 
pended by referendum and then 
beaten at the polls. 

Unity in Own Ranks Lacking. 

Never yet has the federation been 
able to obtain the unanimous sup- 
port of the various crafts in its own 
ranks for any bill that had a chance 
to pass the Legislature. The two 
compensation laws which were killed 
by referendum drew the opposition 
of the Building Trades Council of 
St Eouls and Kansas City and al- 
ways there has been the opposition 
of lawyers who want damage suit 
business. Usually this last influence 
has worked under cover, but now 
and then it has come out in the open 
when it appeared that possibly the 
federation was about to win. 

The principal object of the con- 
ference next month is to endeavor to 
draft a bill which will satisfy ‘all of 
the crafts, especially the St. Louis 
and Kansas City groups which have 
opposed previous proposed compen- 
sation acts. It is expected that 30 
or 40 delegates will attend the con- 
ference, yhich doubless will take as 
a basis for its deliberations the two 
measures which got a sfar as refer- 
endum. 

Compromise Measure Defeated. 


‘In the legislative session of 1921, 
the Federation and the Associated 
Industries of Missouri, representing 
employers, worked in harmony, hav- 
ing agreed on a bill which did not 
wholly sult either but which was a 
compromise between the extreme 
views of labor. on the one hand, and 
of employers. on the other.. This 
measure was defeated in @ referen- 
dum at the last election.

Defends Powers of Court. 

The address of Davis was p®eceded 
by the reports of Thomas W. Kemp 
of Baltimore, secretary, and Fred E. 
Wadhams, Albany, N. Y., treasurer, 
and was followed by nominations for 
the general council. 

This afternoon the association will 
meet in joint session with the Minne- 
sota Bar Association, to listen to an- 
address by Pierce Butler, Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court. Tonight the Earl of Birken- 
head, former Lord Chancellor of 
Great Britain, will address the con- 
vention. 

Referring to the suggestions for 
curtailing the power of the Supreme 
Court in passing on acts of Congress, 
President Davis asked if “wrongs vis- 
ited upon an American by the illegal 
excesses of Congresses or Legisia- 
tures are less open to redress than 
those of which he may suffer from 
courts or Sheriffs, or military tyrants 
or civilian enemies.”

Dissenting Opinions Fan Distrust. 

He declared that to require more 
than a majority vote to make a deci- 
sion effective would be to place the 
power .with the minority rather than 
the majority. 

Much of the current discontent, he 
added, “is caused perhaps by the pub- 
lication of dissenting opinions which 
serve to fan the flame of public dis- 
trust.”’ 

“Certainly, it is not edifying to the 
lay mind that an opinion represent- 
ing the considered judgment of the 
majority of any court, should be 
accompanied at the moment of de- 
livery by an effort to prove its mani- 
fest error.”
